There Are Opportunities in France For British Exporters 
hy R. W. Munro, First Secretary Commercial, H.M. Embassy, Paris. 


ranging thoughts — Africa, America, the Far East, the Middle 

East, the Dominions, Iron Curtain countries .... but very often 
they neglect their nearest European neighbour, France, a country of 
45 million people, one and a half times the size of Great Britain, rich in 
agriculture and industry and with considerable purchasing power. 
The French economy is surging and dynamic and in 1960 foreign 
trade was in balance, exports being equal in value to imports. 


Although France manufactures almost all the goods that Great 
Biitain does, with the exception of a few specialities such as Highland 
tweeds and Scotch Whisky, there is ample scope for exports to France 
and the mere novelty of goods manufactured in the United Kingdom 
is often a powerful sales factor. 


For many years British exporters have neglected this promising 
and expanding market. There have been reasons of course, among 
them the restrictive import licensing practices followed by the French 
Government in the years after the war, exchange control and other 
measures which are anathema to international traders. Nevertheless, 
the situation is now changing and very soon almost all manufactured 
goods will be impo. ted into France free of import licensing restrictions. 
At present over 93 per cent. of manufactured goods can be imported 
into France without an import licence, and, by April 1 this year, the 
French Government have undertaken to release most other manu- 
factured goods from restriction. The market will then be wide open to 
exporters in the United Kingdom, and all that remains for them is to 
tackle it seriously and efficiently.

Past Performance 


In the first eleven months of 1960 France’s imports from all countries 
totalled nearly N.F. 28,000 million, or £2,000 million in value. Of 
these, about N.F. 22,000 mullion came from foreign countries and 
N.F. 6,000 million from the Franc area. Imports from foreign 
countries were N.F. 4,600 million higher than in the same period of 
1959, an increase of approximately 27 per cent. How did Great Buitain 
do in gaining a share of this trade? 

The answer is depressing. The United States increased her own 
exports to France in the period by nearly 80 per cent., and got 27 per 


cent. of the total increase in trade. Admittedly this was helped by the 
relaxation of severe French restrictions on dollar imports. But West 
Germany increased her exports to France by 37 per cent., and got 
21 per cent. of the increase of trade. Smaller countries such as Belgium 
and Luxembourg, Italy and the Netherlands each increased their sales 
to France by between 30 per cent. and 43 per cent., and got between 


TRADE MISSION URGES EXPORT DRIVE #: 


That Britain should launch an export drive throughout France is:

4 per cent. and 9 per cent. of the increase in trade. The United 
Kingdom increased her sales by only about 13 per cent. and got 
2:2 per cent. of the increase. 


Something is wrong. If we exclude foodstuffs there is practically 
nothing produced by our European competitors which the United 
Kingdom cannot produce and sell to France just as well. Patterns of 
trade come into it of course, and the fact that Germany sold N.F. 949 
million worth of petroleum products in the first ten months of 1966, 
equal to 234 per cent. of her total exports to Fiance, does distort the 
balance — the United Kingdom sold France only N.F. 38 million 
worth of petroleum products, equal to 4-3 per cent. of sales. 


There are however plenty of opportunities for United Kingdom 
exporters if we will only look for them carefully, and take them seriously 
when they have been found. Germany sold 34 times as much worth of 
chemical products and 14 times as much worth of plastics and rubber 
to France from January to October 1960, three times as much worth 
of paper and books and nearly four times as much worth of textiles, 
shoes, garments, etc. In ceramic products, too, we were outshone,

Germany selling nearly ten times as much as the United Kingdom did. 

Some of these failures to compete with Continental suppliers may be 
laid at the door of the restrictive import licensing system of the past, 
but this reason will shortly disappear when full liberalization of the 
import of manufactured goods is introduced. What should the United 
Kingdom do about it and what measures are proposed? 


Some Suggestions for Action 


On January 13 and January 20 this Journal published a list of the 
goods remaining under import licensing in France, most of which 
will be ‘liberalized’ from import restrictions within the next few 
months. Firms whose trade has so far been hampered by import 
restrictions should look carefully at this list to see where opportunities 
will in future open up. It should now be worthwhile, if it wasn’t 
before, to appoint agents and to embark on a sales campaign in France. 
No longer will the expense of such campaigns be irrecoverable 
because of import restrictions, and the rewards to be won will depend 
on the energy and efficiency of British salesmen in France. 

Markets which could well bear investigation are those for knitted 
and crocheted goods, apparel and clothing accessories, footwear, 
porcelain and glassware, tools and cutlery and furniture. The United 
Kingdom has already a substantial market in France for metal manu- 
factures, electrical and mechanical machinery and so on, exports to 
France in the first ten months of 1960 amounting to nearly 36 per cent. 
of Britain’s total sales to this country. Nevertheless, much more can be 
done in these fields by the appointment of energetic agents and by 
careful attention to after sales service, to market research, and to the 
requirements of the French market. 


How to Get Into the Market 


There is no simple formula which can be applied to all goods for 
tackling the French market. The golden rule is for representatives 
of the British firm to come to France and get into touch with potential 
buyers. The British Chamber of Commerce in France, the Paris 
Representative of the Federation of British Industries, the Export 
Services Branch of the Board of Trade and the Commercial Depart- 
ment of the British Embassy will all help, if visitors are hesitant 
about the right way to go about making contacts. There are also many 
organized groups of French importers, and each year 40 specialized 
international fairs well worth exhibiting at are held in France. 

Perhaps the first essential is that the visiting businessman should 
have sufficient knowledge of French to make himself understood, if 
not perfectly clearly, then at least sufficiently to enable his contacts 
to know what he is selling and what its special features are. Other 
‘golden rules’ for trading in France are to use the metric system,

to quote c.if. prices in francs and to conduct correspondence and 
issue literature in French. Bad French is better than good English, as 
far as most of the purchasers here are concerned. Firms should go to 
the trouble of employing paid translators in the United Kingdom if 
they have no one on their staff capable of writing and producing 
literature in French. 


It is not fair to saddle the agent in France with the responsibility of 
making translations and printing literature in French. If he is expected 
to do this he must be paid extra for it. Salesmen should not be in- 
hibited by feelings of inferiority because their French is by no means 
perfect. They must knock on doors and go and see people, employ 
market research organizations to investigate and solve their problems, 
advertise in the French technical press, use French publicity agents 
and go to every trouble to make an impression on the market. If they 
make the effort it will be well received — if they are offhand and 
inattentive to the needs of their customers they will not succeed. 


International Fairs 


There are many ways in which firms can go about getting into the 
market here. First of all, the forty specialized fairs referred to 
earlier cover a wide range of products — fancy goods and gifts, leather 
goods, furniture, electrical components, cutlery, agricultural machin- 
ery, measuring and control apparatus, ready to wear clothing, textiles, 
confectionery, television and radio, ships and boats, motor cars, 
mechanical handling equipment, etc. 


For almost every product there is an appropriate fair and it is well 
worth the expense of exhibiting, in order to make contact with potential 
clients. Information about the dates and the organizers of these exhibi- 
tions can be obtained from the Export Publicity and Fairs Branch of 
the Board of Trade and the Embassy in Paris will give every assistance 
to firms considering taking part in them. (See list of European Fairs on 
pages 553-558 of this issue). 


Trade Associations 


The French trade associations are a convenient means of making 
contact with likely French purchasers. To mention a few, there is the 
Federation des Importateurs de la Metallurgique et de la Mecanique, 
grouping fourteen Chambres Syndicales covering all types of capital 
goods and durable consumer goods. This Federation is always helpful 
and the names and addresses of the constituent groups and their 
chairmen can be obtained on application to the Embassy. Other 
equally useful trade associations, outside the Federation, cover 
photographic equipment, motor cars, sewing machines, textiles, 
chemical products, ceramics and glassware, arms and munitions, 
electrical equipment and office equipment, etc.

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The ‘Globemaster’ —a new ‘make-it-yourself’ soda syphon which has 
been successfully marketed in France by the makers — Sparklets Works 
of the British Oxygen Co. Ltd. France is the second best market in 
Europe for the British Oxygen Company’s Sparklets, Italy being the 


best. Last year sales of Sparkiets in France were eight times more than 
in 1955. 


Market Research Organizations 


If United Kingdom exporters are reluctant to get into direct touch 
with these organizations or to take part in the various international 
salons in France without previous experience of the French market, 
or without a deeper knowledge of the various complexities of the 
commercial system, they would be well advised to retain the services 
of either French or foreign market research and publicity organizations, 
of which there are a number in Paris. 

Here again, the Embassy will be ready to send a list of such con- 
sultants to United Kingdom firms. These firms are usually well 
staffed and can do market surveys for a wide variety of goods at short 
notice. Exporters using them will be saved the expense of costly 
errors in trade promotion campaigns which, no matter how well 
devised in the United Kingdom, may not be eminently suitable 
for the French market. 

It should be the aim of exporters to meet the real needs of their 
potential clients, not merely to try to sell them whatever goods are 
surplus to requirements in the United Kingdom. This is a fatal error 
which can lead only to disappointment. Whether it is a question of 
size, design, voltage or presentation, it is only rarely that goods 
marketed in large quantities in the United Kingdom happen to coin- 
cide exactly with the needs of a foreign clientele. Frequently only 
small alterations are required to make the goods suitable for the 
French market, and a small amount of money put out on research 
work before launching a trade campaign will more than amply 
repay the exporter. 


The ‘Grands Magasins’ and the Chain Stores 


Turning now to the subject of mass markets in France, it is fairly 
obvious that in a country such as this, with a highly developed 
industry and with designers and manufactures accustomed to the 
needs of the public, a very large percentage of the requirements for 
consumer goods will be met from local production. Nevertheless, the 
turnover is so great that if United Kingdom suppliers could obtain 
only a small percentage of the market it would amount to substantial 
business in money terms. In Paris alone there are about a dozen 
large stores, many of them doubling in turnover the sales of the largest 
London stores. In one store recently visited customers averaged 
over 120,000 daily, with 150,000 on peak-days; in another store 
230,000 different articles were on sale. These stores employ hundreds 
of highly skilled buyers and have acres of warehouse space, averaging 
from five to seven square metres of warehouse space per square metre 
of selling space in the store itself. 

The development of business with such mass-selling organization 
could be very profitable. One of the managers, asked what was the 
percentage of British goods sold in the shop, although he could not 
give a ready reply, said that British sales were about tenth in value

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Britain is Part of Europe 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of the Board of Trade, 
speaking at the dinner of the Cardiff Chamber of Commerce, Park 
Hotel, Cardiff, on February 24, said: 

‘In recent months a fog has seemed to gather about the subject of our 
relations with Europe. This has led to a misunderstanding of the atti- 
tude of Governments and of individuals. It has, I believe, also led 
to the development of apparent disputes and controversies where no 
such disputes really exist. This fog is dangerous and it must be dis- 
pelled. The question of our position in Europe is so important and so 
urgent that we cannot afford misunderstandings. Britain is part of 
pt and our destiny, like our history, is tied inextricably with 

surope. 

‘Some people say that the decision we must take is whether we are 
prepared to accept a political commitment to Europe. I do not believe 
this is really the problem. The question is not whether there should 
be a commitment but what that commitment should be. 

‘In this narrowing modern world, with the shadows gathering 
around our European civilization, we must be ready to discard old- 
fashioned ideas and prejudices. All alliances and agreements between 
States involve some degree of political commitment and some sur- 
render of freedom of action. 

‘Sovereignty in the end means freedom of action and no country 
can now demand absolute sovereignty, if it means thereby the right 
to act irrespective of the interests and wishes of its friends and allies. 
I am convinced that true European unity means not only an 
economic, but also a political commitment. But if Britain is part 
of Europe, that is not the whole story. We have interests and 
responsibilities throughout the world. Above all, there are our 
responsibilities within the British Commonwealth. It is not only in our 
interest but in the interests of all Europe and, indeed, of the entire 
free world, that we should continue to discharge these 1esponsibilities. 

‘In studying, therefore, the nature of any political commitment, we 
must reconcile it with our commitment to the British Commonwealth, 
which contains more than a quarter of the population of the entire 
globe. Nor must we neglect the interests of our partners in EFTA, to 
whom we are committed and whose co-operation and friendship we so 
deeply value.

‘If by a political commitment people mean commitment to full 
political federation, this is a concept that the great majority of our 
people are not prepared to accept. But neither are the Governments 
of the six countries of the European Economic Community. 

‘General de Gaulle’s conception of a Europe of individual nations 
bound by close economic and political ties of organized co-operation 
between states that ““must not cease to be themselves’’ seems to me 
one that is very much in tune with our thinking in Britain. If therefore 
we tackle the political aspect of our European problems not by 
bandying slogans but by examining the real issues, agreement should 
not be too difficult. I do not believe that in reality there is any sub- 
stantial disagreement in this country on the issues or on our objectives. 

“Then there is the argument about signing or not signing the Treaty 
of Rome. Here too the fog needs to be dispelled. No substantai| 
body of opinion has proposed that this country should ask to sign the 
Treaty of Rome unamended. Everyone recognizes that special 
provision must be made for Britain’s special problems. 

“Where, then, is the argument? It is, in form, between people who 
urge that we should sign the Treaty and then try to change it and 
people who urge that we should first negotiate and then sign a ‘Treaty 
which must be in some ways different from the Treaty of Rome but 
which is similar enough to the ideas of our neighbours in the Six to be 
acceptable to them. 

‘In my view, the content of any agreement is more important than 
its name. In my submission, what matters is not so much the starting 
point of a negotiation as its conclusion. Let us not become involved in 
aiguments about formalities. Let us rather, all of us, concentrate on the 
substance, which is how Britain is to play her part, economic and 
political, in Europe, and carry her share of Europe’s responsibilities, 
without sacrificing interests whose destruction would damage us 
without helping our friends. 

“The details can be settled only by negotiation. Negotiations can 
begin only when we are agreed about the objectives. I do not believe 
that agreement on those objectives is so far to seek. It is of the utmost 
importance that the differences that exist should not be exaggerated 
and that the common ground that is real should be recognized, 
strengthened and made the basis for the future.’

compared with those of other foreign suppliers, coming after the 
members of the European Common Market, America, Japan and 
Switzerland. When asked why they did not buy more British goods, the 
reply was that British exporters did not try to sell to them. 


If the ‘Grand Magasin’ itself were to make an effort to assess the 
prospects of British goods for sale on their premises, it would require 
a campaign with at least fifteen skilled buyers in the United Kingdom 
for up to six months to reach a conclusion. It was not worth their while 
to go to this trouble. If the United Kingdom exporters were not pre- 
pared to send their salesmen to discuss business with buyers it was 
their loss. Another manager said he had to ‘pull the ears’ of British 
suppliers to get them to quote for goods. 


One of these ‘Grands Magasins,’ in addition to its main activities in 
Paris, controls two other large stores in the capital, a chain of over 
60 shops in Paris and the provinces, 220 affiliated sh ps in France and 
60 affiliated shops in Algeria. The shops are linked up through one 
common purchasing organization which buys for them all. Another 
well known chain of shops covers not only Paris and the provinces 
but also Morocco and African territories, by direct sales, and supplies 
goods to 158 affiliated shops, most of which are in the provinces. Yet 
another chain covers the whole of France with 1,150 shops dealing in 
foodstuffs, groceries, meat, haberdashery, household hardware and 
toys. 


The Bird's-eye View 

To sum up, there is a large and expanding market in France for a 
wide variety of imports, ranging from foodstuffs, raw materials, 
and consumer goods, to capital goods of all types. Competition is 
intense, but other countries have secured for themselves a good share 
of the market in 1960. Britain can do the same. Certainly, our exporters 
will be at some disadvantage as regards their competitors in the 
Common Market. But, as French tariffs come down to the Common 
External Tariff, the competitive position of British suppliers will be 
better as regards their main competitors in France, the French 
manufacturers themselves. 

An effort should be made now, before differences in customs duties 
vis-a-vis competitors in the Common Market make it more difficult, 
to get into the French market and to make buyers familiar with what 
Britain has to offer. The first thing for would-be exporters to do is to 
visit France themselves and investigate the position or the spot. They 
can then decide to appoint agents, using the services referred to in the 
foregoing paragraphs if necessary, or to take part in French fairs or 
perhaps to use market research organizations to investigate the 
position further before coming to a decision. 

These are the lines of action recommended by the Embassy, and 
it is urged that something be done now before it is too late. If any 
readers of this article are interested in obtaining further information, 
the Commercial Department of the Embassy will be only too ready 
to do its best to supply it. 





Record Overseas Visitors up by One-Fifth in 1960 


OVERSEAS VISITORS to Brite * im 19€0 numbered 1,669,490 — 
20 per cent. more than in record-breaking 1959, reports the British 
Travel and Holidays Association, Britain’s official tourist organization. 
An Association spokesman in London said that the year’s total was 
completed in December with the arrival of 84,620 visitors — 21 per 
cent. more than in the same month in 1959. 

Visitors from the United States in December increased by 21 per 
cent. to 13,100, bringing the total number of visitors from the United 


States in 1960 to 426,640 — an increase of 20 per cent. over the 
previous year. 

European visitors in December numbered 35,770. This was an 
increase of 11 per cent. on the month and brought total arrivals for 
the year to 776,920 — an increzse of 16 per cent. over 1959. European 
countries recording the largest percentage increases in December 
were Spain, 29; Denmark, 21; Italy, 18; Switzerland, 17; Austria, 14; 
and Norway, 14. 
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Mr. F. J. Erroll Reports on Export Promotion Activity 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT about increased Government support for 
overseas trade fairs (see next page) was made by Mr. F. J. Erroll, 
Minister of State, Board of Trade, in winding up the debate on export 
trade initiated by Mr. Cyril Osborne in Parliament on February 22. 


At the beginning of the debate Mr. Osborne congratulated the 
Board of Trade on the excellent service it had already provided to 
help exporters, especially the small exporter. Mr. Osborne and 
other speakers also commended the work of overseas officers in 
various parts of the world. He suggested that the Board did not 
sell its services aggressively enough to businessmen. 


In reply Mr. Erroll itemized various forms of recent export 
promotion activities organized by the Board including 50 
Ministerial speeches in provincial centres. 


He said: “We have started a direct mail campaign of several 
hundred letters a week to all the firms in the country employing 25 
or more people in manufacture. This means that about 30,000 
circular letters will be sent out over a period of nine months pointing 
out “he existence of the Board of Trade export services and inviting 
those interested to fill in a reply-paid card. The response to this has 
been out of all proportion to what is normally expected in a circular 
letter campaign of this sort. About 32 per cent. is the rate of replies, 
and every firm which replies is sent a copy of the booklet “British 
Government Services for Exporters’, which includes a section on 
export credit guarantees. 


‘Every reply-paid card is followed up as quickly as possible by a 
specialized export officer from the regional headquarters. If he 
finds that there are export credit guarantee problems with which he 
cannot deal because they are too intricate or specialized he immediately 
notifies his opposite number in the local office of the E.C.G.D. who 
goes along and deals with that complicated subject. The direct mail 
campaign is, I suggest, being a very distinct success in bringing to 
the notice of every potential exporter in the country what the Board 
of ‘Trade can offer in the way of export services. 


“We have a great range of leaflets and pamphlets which are distri- 
buted on a wide scale. There is the “British Government Services 
for Exporters’’, of which we have distributed nearly 120,000 copies 
since the first printing. There is the pamphlet, ““Going Abroad on 
Business’’ of which 150,000 copies are distributed by passport 
offices, banks and travel agencies and 100,000 more are being printed. 
These are free publications. There is an excellent wall map of the 
world entitled, “Information for the British Exporter’’ of which a

second edition of 20,000 copies has been distributed and 10,000 
more are being printed to meet requirements. This is also free. 


“There is ““‘Help for the British Exporter in Canada and the United 
States’, which is being distributed on our behalf by B.O.A.C. and 
the Cunard Steamship Line at the rate of 50,000 copies a year. We 
also run a series of “Hints to Business Men’’, covering about 100 
countries and detailing business conditions in the countries that the 
businessman intends to visit. There is also a pamphlet describing 
how trade fairs help exports. 


“This wide range of pamphlets and literature enable those who 
are prepared to listen and have a go to find out all they need to know. 
We are doing our best to encourage export mindedness. We have 
taken various steps recently to make clear our appreciation of those 
who make outstanding contributions to our export trade. Our 
day-to-day work in our various offices is on a very considerable 
scale. ‘The Export Services Branch, for example, deals with 1,000 
inquiries a day. In addition, large numbers of firms are visited by 
our regional export officers and regional representatives of the Export 
Credits Guarantee Department. At least 3,000 personal calls or 
visits are made and received each month. 


‘I shall try to answer the question whether we could do more. We 
are proud of what we are doing, but we are always glad to receive 
constructive criticisms because we want to improve the services 
that we provide. We have met an enthusiastic response from the 
F.B.I., the N.U.M., and from Chambers of Commerce which are 


forming export groups and clubs all over the country. 


‘Individual industries have also set up export groups and 
committees. ‘The trade union movement also plays an active part 
in the campaign. It has given support to the Export Council for 
Europe and the Western Hemisphere Exports Council; and through 
the N.P.A.C.I. and the Regional Boards for Industry and their 
district committees it has contributed to the valuable 


discussions 
on matters affecting exports.’

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Expansion of Board of Trade Activities at 
Overseas Trade Fairs 


AS ANNOUNCED by the Minister of State, Board of Trade, in the 
House of Commons on February 22, a proposal will shortly be laid 
before Parliament seeking approval to increase next year’s vote 
provision for trade fairs, trade weeks, etc., by some £200,000 to a total 
of £530,000. The extra money will be used to encourage, in co- 
operation with Trade Associations, more firms to take part in over- 
seas trade fairs, particularly specialized fairs; to improve the adequacy 
of British representation in major international trade events; and 


to give more support to British Weeks and other special promotions 
overseas. 


It is proposed to implement the expanded programme (details 
of which are given below) in the following ways: 


Specialized Fairs 


It is probable that the best medium for export promotion in the 
more sophisticated countries will continue to be the specialized fair 
(i.e., the fair confined to the products of a single industry or range 
of industries and in many cases open only to trade buyers rather 
than to the public). For some years past the Board, working with 
trade associations and similar bodies, have been developing a ‘joint 
venture’ procedure in such fairs. Once it has been decided (on the 
initiative of either an individual firm, a trade association, an overseas 
post or the Board) that participation in such a fair could be valuable, 
the Board invite the trade association to ascertain how many of its 
members would be willing to take part. Provided the answer is 
sufficient to ensure representative display the Board, with the help 
of the overseas post, make arrangements to provide space of about 
150 square feet for each participating firm and a general enquiry desk 
to be manned by the trade association. The Board pay the cost of 
the space and of erecting a simple shell stand scheme; the remaining 
costs are divided between the participating firms, each of which is 
required to man its own section of the stand but is left entirely free 
to decide what goods it exhibits. 


Extensions of ‘joint venture’ technique 


Where there is no suitable local specialized fair the Board will be 
prepared to consider giving assistance on broadly similar lines to a 
representative organization in an industry which is prepared to 
undertake the organization of an all-British specialized fair. 


General fairs; (a) exhibitors grouped by nationality 


The Board are not in favour of the organization of fairs on a 
‘National Pavilion’ basis; but it has to be recognized that this is a 
pattern which appeals to a number of fair organizers and govern- 
ments, especially in countries which are still developing industrially. 
Where the Board of Trade are satisfied that British exhibitors will 
find themselves at a real disadvantage unless a British section or 
British pavilion is organized by some central body, they will be 
prepared to undertake the responsibility for doing this, to rent 
space en bloc, provide overall decoration and a shell stand scheme, 
sub-letting to individual participating firms at a price below the 
full cost, as well as contributing to thematic display in appropriate 
cases. 


General fairs; (b) exhibitors grouped by industry 
Participation in these will so far as possible in future take one of 
two forms: 


(i) The Board will be prepared to operate the same arrangements 
as for a joint venture in a specialized fair and, provided that 
there are enough firms in an industry willing to co-operate, 
to mount a collective British stand in the appropriate trade 
section. 


In other cases the Board will be prepared to install an informa- 
tion stand. They do not contemplate that the installation of 
information stands at fairs of this kind will normally involve 
elaborate displays and only in exceptional cases would they 
expect an official display of a prestige character to be called for. 


All-British Fairs 


A special place in the programme falls to be played by all-British 
general fairs. Generally speaking industry cannot be expected to 


support in any one year more than one substantial all-British fair 
of this kind. There also seem likely to be a limited number of places 
in the world for which such a fair is suitable. Moreover, one condition 
for the success of such a fair normally is that there is no adequate 
local fair or other occasion at which a sufficient demonstration of the 
capacities of British industry can be staged. The all-British fair, 
even more than the other forms of participation so far described, 
depends on a massive volume of support from industry. The Board 
do not intend to change the present pattern in this field, which rests 
broadly on agreement between industry and the Board about suitable 
locations for such fairs for a number of years ahead, and under 
which the Board of Trade’s normal contribution is to rent space as 
an ordinary exhibitor for an exhibit of some special character. 


British Weeks 


There will also be an expansion of the Board’s activities in support 
of British Weeks and similar events (which may include promotions 
of British goods in department stores) in cities overseas. The main 
criteria for these are, firstly, that the affair is likely to help our export 
trade in the local circumstances, and, secondly, that the effort and 
expense are shared by local people and by those British firms and 
agencies that stand to benefit. 


The Board’s contribution to events of this kind will take the form 
of paying for specific items such as the transportation of ‘supporting 
features’, the dubbing of documentary films for T.V. and tapes for 
the radio; and the provision on loan from London of display material. 

Proposals for British Weeks will normally come from British repre- 
sentatives in the overseas city or country in which they are to be held. 
But the Board of Trade will be glad to consider any proposals of this 
kind which trade associations wish to see realized.

Application for Reduction of Duty on Continuous

THE BOARD OF TRADE announced on June 23, 1959, that they 

were considering an application for a reduction in the import duty on: 

Continuous filament tow for the manufacture of man-made 

fibres (discontinuous) of a total weight not less than 6-66 grammes 

per metre (60,000 denier) and consisting of filaments each 

weighing not more than 2:22 milligrammes per metre (20 denier). 

The Board now announce that, after full consideration of the 

application, it has been decided that, in present circumstances, a case 

for reduction of the duty has not been made out. The application 
has therefore been rejected. 
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Hotels Plan to Encourage Even More Tourists 


THE COUNCIL OF INDUSTRIAL DESIGN in the introduction to 
their Report on Hotels and Restaurants (published February 24), 
state that they are concerned to assist the tourist trade, which is of 
great economic value. ‘A high standard of design is an asset to 
tourism and also serves as an example of national design standards 
to a great many visitors to Britain,’ says the Report, which continues: 

‘With this in mind, an advisory committee of hoteliers was asked 
to consider in detail how design standards could be improved, and 
how the existing services of the Council of Industrial Design could 
best be developed to assist hoteliers to this end. 

‘In its preliminary discussions, the committee decided that the 
principal obstacle to higher standards of design was the lack of 
specific information concerning the basic items of furniture used in 
hotels, such as tables, chairs and beds. The committee concluded 
that if these requirements could be clearly stated, then designers 
would have the opportunity of designing pieces which precisely met 
the needs of hoteliers, and manufacturers would be more aware of 
the differences between domestic and hotel requirements, and some 
would see the advantages of making specifically for hotels. At the 
moment many of the basic items of furniture used in hotels are 
designed for domestic purposes and do not stand up to hotel 
conditions.’ | 

The CoID has certain services which could be developed to 
assist hoteliers: 

Design Index which is a sample and photographic reference 
system to some 10,000 household goods currently available 
and all selected by the CoID. 

The Design Centre is a permanent exhibition of over 1,000 
goods chosen from Design Index in rotation. 

The Record of Designers from which skilled designers can 
be recommended for interior furnishings and the designing of 
products and equipment, etc. 

Design magazine in which design problems of many 
industries are discussed and lines of improvement suggested. In 
January 1958, a special issue was published on hotels. The 
Board of Trade Journal published an article on the subject on 
March 11, 1960. 


The advisory committee has met 21 times over the past two years 
and has devoted its attention to working out the essential require- 
ments for a few items such as beds, restaurant tables, banqueting 
tables and chairs. The committee’s main concern has been to define 
the requirements of most hotels rather than the more specialized 
needs of the few. 

The members of the advisory committee who agreed to serve 
as individuals are: Chairman: M. R. Mathews, Trust Houses Ltd.; 
A. H. Jones, Grosvenor House (Chairman from May 1958 to 
February 1960); D. J. Barrington, The Lygon Arms, Broadway, 
Worcestershire; J. D. Frame, Bonnington Hotel, London; F. G. 
Hole, British Transport Hotels & Catering Services; J. C. Pritchard, 
Furniture Development Council. 


Senior members of the Council staff were in attendance at all 
meetings. 


Colouring Matter in Food Regulations 


THE GOVERNMENT is to review the permitted list of colours in the 
Colouring Matter in Food Regulations, 1957 (S.I. No. 1066) and 
the Colouring Matter in Food (Scotland) Regulations, 1957 (S.1. 
No. 1123). Before deciding whether, and to what extent, amendments 
to the list are necessary, the Government will give full consideration 
to any representations for additions or deletions arising from any new 
developments in colour manufacture or food processing or fresh 
evidence relating to the safety or otherwise of colours. 


Representations should be addressed to the Assistant Secretary, 
Food Standards Division, Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and 
Food, Great Westminster House, Horseferry Road, London, S.W.1, 
or to the Secretary, Department of Health for Scotland, St. Andrew’s 
House, Edinburgh 1, to arrive not later than July 31 next. 

Proposals for additions and deletions from the list of permitted 
colours should state the reasons. Where these have to do with the 
safety of colour, details of the evidence should be given. 
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New Ideas at Display Trade’s Exhibition 


EVERY KIND of modern aid to effective merchandising could be 
seen last week (February 20-23) at the Hotel Russell, London, 
during the National Display Equipment Association’s fourth Display 
Market Week. 

This year’s exhibition, claimed to be the largest and most 
comprehensive ever shaped in Britain, attracted some fifty firms 
whose products ranged from display figures, stands, fittings and 
lighting to showroom and counter equipment, artificial flowers and 
animations, as well as a number of new designs and developments. 

Several firms had designers in attendance at the exhibition to 
give visitors a first-hand idea of the type of comprehensive service 
that can now be offered to them. One firm, which now has studios, 
housing designers, layout-men, a silk-screening department and 
production units under one roof, can offer complete display schemes 
for an entire store, either from suggestions submitted by their own 
designers or from customers’ individual ideas. Customers are 
encouraged to visit these working units throughout production and 
follow their own display schemes through from start to finish. 


Display stands suitable for every possible kind of merchandise and 
type of retail store were well represented and there was a noticeable 
tendency towards the ‘follow through’ idea. Some firms now cater 
specially for the needs of the modern multiple store, and several have 
systems of display stands which can be adapted to the needs of many 
varieties of merchandise. 


For the small retailer, an abundant collection of interesting 
equipment specially designed to save space and display goods to the 
best advantage in restricted areas was shown. 


Stands designed especially for the drapery trade are always of 
interest. A new series of self-selection equipment was shown in this 
section of the exhibition, and full-length mannequins, busts, torsos 
and shapes in a variety of materials and to suit every type of men’s, 
women’s, teenage and children’s wearing apparel were also shown 
in abundant variety. 


One of the greatest advances in the manufacture of modern display 
stands is the new elegance and streamlining of design apparent in 
equipment constructed for the display of heavy merchandise such 
as prams, television sets, radios, typewriters, large mechanical toys, 
bicycles, luggage and sports goods. For more delicate merchandise — 
jewellery, furs, handbags, watches, clocks, spectacles, millinery, 
corsetry, shoes, stationery, etc. — stands are now being produced 
in attractive shapes and in a variety of materials — natural or painted 
wrought iron, glass or perspex, or a combination of metal and wood, 
craftsmen fashioned. 


Scottish CoID Appointment

and its representative on the Governing Body of Edinburgh College 
of Art. Mr. Wilson’s term of office extends until January 1964. 


British Scientific Books for Japan

technology and medicine. After a week in Tokyo the exhibition will 
be displayed in the eight major university centres of Japan: Nagoya, 
Kyoto, Osaka, Hiroshima, Fukuoka, Kanazawa, Sendai and Sapporo. 

The exhibition has been organized in conjunction with the Japanese 
Publishers’ Association for Cultural Exchange. It will be opened by 
Prince Mikasa, the Emperor’s youngest brother, at the Shirokiya 
ee Store — one of the principal stores in the centre of 

okyo.

Ghana Contract for Taylor Woodrow 


A new capital investment of about £180,000 is to be made in Ghana 
by The United Africa Company Limited. A contract for three ware- 
houses to be constructed at the port of Tema has been awarded to 
Taylor Woodrow (Ghana) Limited. The work is scheduled to begin 
in January and will take twelve months to complete. 


The three warehouses will form a distributing centre for imported 
merchandise. They will each be 30 ft. high of reinforced concrete 
construction with blockwork walling and be covered in aluminium 
and translucent roof sheeting to give additional light. The buildings 
will provide about 81,000 sq. ft. of usable floor area with extensive 
uninterrupted areas for working and storage. 


There will also be office accommodation, a welfare block with 
canteen and lavatories for the warehousemen, maintenance and 


refuelling services for plant and transport, loading platforms and site 
roads. 


Design of the buildings has been carried out by the Architect’s 
Department of Taylor Woodrow (Overseas) Limited at their Western 
House offices, London. 


Extruders for Sweden and Australia

thermatic extruder to Australia and a two-roll mill to Denmark. 
Extruders and mixers are also being supplied to customers in 
Norway, Finland, Switzerland and Germany. 


Trucks for Australia 


Leyland Motors Ltd., announced on December 9 that Australia is 
increasing in a big way its orders for the Scottish-built vehicles of 
Albion Motors Ltd. In one week the Glasgow company — which 
shipped its first vehicle there in 1901 — received over £500,000 worth 
of orders from Australia for just one of the many truck models which 
it produces. The vehicle in demand is the tipper model from Albions 
new range of Reiver double-drive six-wheelers for 10-ton payloads. 
Well over 200 of these have been ordered for constructional purposes 
throughout Australia. 


Radar for Copperbelt Airport 


Decca weather radar is now being installed at Ndola Airport in 
Northern Rhodesia. The order for this equipment was placed by the 
Fecieral Meteorological Department of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. 


More Buses for Baghdad 


A.E.C.’s Export Division have announced that they have received 
an order for a further 80 ‘Regent’ Mark V double-decker buses fitted 
with Park Royal bodies from Baghdad Passenger Transport Services. 
These chassis will be shipped with PKD bodies, which means partially 
assembled up to the top deck floor with all additional panelling, seats, 
etc., packed into the lower saloon. The bodies are semi-assembled 
when they leave the factory, and are completed in the workshops of 
Baghdad Passenger Transport Services. This order, valued in the 
region of £700,000, is the fifth repeat order from Baghdad Passenger 
Transport Services, whose A.E.C. fleet already comprises 120 double- 
decker and 300 single-decker buses. The Director-General of Baghdad 
Passenger Transport Services, Mr. F. Awni, and the Chief Engineer, 
Mr. A. T. Hadayat, recently visited A.E.C.’s Southall Works to see 
production of vehicles similar to those which they have now ordered. 


New School for Sierra Leone 


A contract valued at nearly £100,000 for a new grammar school at 
Murray Town, Freetown, has been awarded to Taylor Woodrow

for Sierra Leone. Some 600 pupils will be accommodated. Work is 
to start shortly and is due to be completed within eighteen months.

Henry Simon Ltd., of Stockport have been entrusted by the Maple 
Leaf Milling Co. Ltd., Canada, with work valued at nearly $2,000,000 
in connection with the rebuilding of flour milling plant at Port 
Colborne, Ontario. The previous plant was destroyed in a disastrous 
fire last October. The new plant will have a capacity of approximately 
7,000 bags in 24 hours and will employ all the latest developments in 
the industry, making it the most modern mill in Canada. Henry 
Simon will be responsible for the milling design and for the supply 
and installation of the machinery. Final plans will include rye and 
corn milling facilities and the entire project will cost over $4,000,000. 
Henry Simon will therefore be responsible for almost half the con- 
tract value. Design and construction of the building will be in the 
hands of Canadian companies. 


Power Station Equipment for South Africa and Malaya 


Orders for switchgear valued at £61,000 were recently announced 
by J. G. Statter & Co. Ltd., of Amersham, a member of the Metal 
Industries Group. Johannesburg municipality is purchasing H.V. 
metalclad fuse switch and isolator units worth £40,000; while the 
Central Electricity Board of Malaya has placed contracts for H.V. 
metalclad switchgear valued at £21,000. Both these are repeat orders. 


Dehydrated Vegetable Plant for Yugoslavia 


Adam & Harvey Lid., announced recently that through their 
subsidiary, Arbenz Ltd., and in close co-operation with the manu- 
facturers, Mather & Platt Ltd. and L. A. Mitchell Ltd., they have 
signed a contract with a Yugoslav Organization for the supply of a 
complete British plant to manufacture dehydrated vegetables to 
the value of £63,000.

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Orders, Deliveries, Production and Exports in the Engineering Industries 


THE FLOW OF new orders to the industries producing engineering 
and electrical goods (Order VI of the Standard Industrial Classifica- 
tion), locomotives and railway track equipment, railway carriages 
and wagons, heavy commercial vehicles and wheeled tractors was 
maintained in the closing months of 1960 at the same steady under- 
lying rate that has obtained since the end of April. Deliveries by 
these industries to both home and export markets were increasing, 
after allowing for seasonal variations, throughout 1960 and by the 
end of the year the rate had reached the level of net new orders. ‘The 
volume of orders on hand, which had increased 16 per cent. during 
the year, was then no longer rising. 

In the engineering and electrical goods industries the volume of 
production in the fourth quarter of 1960 was 4 per cent. more than 
a year earlier. This increase in production during 1960 was sub- 
stantially less than the increase of 10 per cent. during 1959 mainly 


nine months of 1959 but fell sharply in the second quarter of 1960. 
Output of capital goods has been increasing since the middle of 1959. 


Exports of the products of the engineering and electrical goods 
industries in 1960 were 8 per cent. more than in 1959. The volume 
of these exports was high in the first quarter of 1960, in the middle 
months of the year it fell, more than seasonally but in the fourth 
quarter had recovered and was rising again.

New Aids to Selling Overseas 


‘Teach Yourself Exporting’ 


AGAINST THE BACKGROUND of the export drive, a new book 
“Teach Yourself Exporting’ — the main purpose of which is to ex- 
amine the practical problems in the export of goods from the United 
Kingdom to the customer overseas — has been written by D. F. Taylor 
and E. A. Rutland.

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Import and Export Price 


THE IMPORT PRICE index remained at 98 in January, the same level 
as in the previous month. The export price index moved up one point 
to 112, but this movement was not sufficient to alter the terms of trade 
from the previous month’s level of 88 (1954 = 100). 


There were decreases of one point in the price indices for both the 
food, beverages and tobacco, and the fuels, classes of imports. The 
index for imported basic materials increased by one point and that for 
manufactured goods was unchanged. The result of these changes was a 
decline of half of one per cent. in the total import price index giving 
an insufficient change to be reflected in the rounded index. 


After a sharp fall of three points last November, which probably 
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Indices for January, 1961 


was largely due to quality variations in the goods exported, the export 
price index for engineering products moved up one point in December 
and another in January. The rise in this group in January together 
with a similar increase in the index for textiles was responsible for a 
rise of about half of one per cent. in the indices for both manufactured 
goods and for total United Kingdom exports. There were no significant 
changes in the other export groups. Although the changes mentioned 
are not reflected in the rounded index for total manufactured goods 
they do result in an increase of one point in the index for total exports. 


The method of calculating the import and export price indices was 
explained in the Board of Trade Journal of May 2, 1958.

Domestic Furniture Deliveries 


MANUFACTURERS’ DELIVERIES of domestic furniture in January 
are estimated on the basis of returns from a sample of manufacturers 
at a value of £8-0 million. 


The provisional index of deliveries for January, which allows for 
price changes and variations in the length of the working month, 
stands at 76 (1954 = 100) compared with 88 in January 1960. 
Estimated orders on hand at the end of January amounted to £7°6 
million which compares with £9-0 million at the end of January 1960. 


The final figure for the value of deliveries in the fourth quarter 
of 1960 stood at £33-3 million (compared with the estimate of £34-0 
million), which showed a fall of 9 per cent. on the corresponding 
quarter of 1959. When allowance is made for price changes, the 
index of deliveries in the fourth quarter was 106 (1954 = 100) which 
compares with 120 in the corresponding quarter of the previous 
year. The final figures for orders on hand at the end of December 
was £7°3 million compared with the estimate, based on a sample 
of returns, of £7-1 million. 


The provisional monthly totals for October/December have now 
been adjusted to accord with the final quarterly figure. The indices 
of the volume of deliveries, in which adjustments are made for 
variations in the length of the working month and for price changes, 
have also been revised as follows:

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Tuesday February 21 


Grants for Rural Development 

Questioned as to what action was being taken to bring to the notice 
of industrialists that grants were available from the Development Fund 
for development in rural areas; to what extent inducement was given 
to industries to come into mid-Wales; and with what results, Mr. 
Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, replied 
that grants from the Development Fund were not available in the 
Development Districts, the areas for which the department was 
chiefly concerned to find employment. But the department brought 
the possibility of obtaining a grant from the Fund to the notice of any 
industrialist who, although unable to go to a Development District, 
was prepared to set up in a rural area in mid-Wales. 


Metric System 


Questioned on the recent investigations made into the desirability 
of furthering the metric system, Mr. Macpherson said that the 
President was consulting industry about the conclusions drawn in the 
recent joint repott of the British Association and the Association of 
British Chambers of Commerce. 


Anti-dumping Duty 

The President was asked whether he was satisfied that the anti- 
dumping procedure was expeditious enough; and what improvements 
he had in mind. Replying, Mr. Erroll said it was considered that the 
procedure for dealing with anti-dumping applications was as ex- 
peditious as it could be made consistently with our international 
obligations and the requirements of the 1957 Act.

Newspaper Proprietors’ Association’s Report 

The President was asked whether he had now received the report 
of the Newspaper Proprietors’ Association regarding misleading 
advertisements for television sets and other domestic appliances 
which were secondhand or over three years old; whether he would 
publish this report; and what further action he would now take. 

In reply, Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, Board 
of Trade, said that the President understood that discussions between 
the Newspaper Proprietors’ Association and certain advertisers were 
still going on, but that for the meantime the Association had recom- 
mended its members not to accept advertisements of the kind to 
which the questioner referred unless the age of the goods were clearly 
stated. 


Money Deposits by Companies 

The President was asked whether he would now announce when 
he proposed to implement the undertaking of H.M. Government to 
regulate the solicitation of money deposits by companies from 
members of the public by advertisement and circulars. 


Replying, Mr. Macpherson said that the President was aware of the 
importance of the matter but the devising of a scheme of regulation 
which did not hamper legitimate business was far from straight- 
forward. He would make a statement as soon as he could. 


Newspaper Take-over Bids 


Asked how soon the Jenkins Committee would report about take- 
over bids in the newspaper industry, Mr. Niall Macpherson replied 
that he understood that the Committee were making good progress 
but he could not say when they would be ready to report. 


Exports of Immature Whisky 


The President was asked what was the value of exports of immature 
whisky in the last period of 12 months; and what percentage this 
represented of total whisky exports during the sare period. 


Mr. F. J. Erroll replied: ‘Separate figures for immature whisky 
exports are not available, but the best estimate is that they were 
about one per cent. in value of total whisky exports.’ 

Nigerian Tariffs 

Replying to a question about the increases in Nigerian tariffs and 
their affect on British exports, Mr. Erroll said that some of the in- 
creases were primarily designed to raise revenue but those which 
were intended to protect Nigerian industries might be expected to 
reduce imports of some commodities. United Kingdom exporters 
would be in no worse position than other overseas suppliers. 


Leipzig Spring Fair 

The President was asked whether he was aware that twice the 
number of British firms with over twice the floor-space were exhibiting 
at this year’s Leipzig Spring Fair as compared with 1960; and 
whether he would reconsider his decision not to arrange for an official 
observer to attend the fair on behalf of his Department. 


In reply, Mr. Erroll said the President was informed that there 
would be 225 British firms exhibiting at the fair compared with 
144 in 1960 and he had seen a report that double the floor-space 
would be occupied compared with a year ago. ‘We cannot of course 
send an official observer because we do not recognize the East German 
authorities’, he added.

Hong Kong's 
Changing Market — 


A Challenge to 


British Exporters

ETURNING VISITORS to Hong Kong frequently comment on 
R the speed with which the Colony is changing, for with a 

million dollars worth of new construction being completed 
each day the sky line is altering continually. But it is not the face 
of the Colony alone that is changing; the people are changing with 
it, together with their way of life. Ten years ago they numbered less 
than two millions, and while some ninety thousand worked in the 
Colony’s 1,525 registered factories the majority earned their living 
by catering for the needs of the community or by assisting in the 
operation of the port and its associated entrepot trade. But the 
population now is half as large again, and while the needs of the 
community are still amply met more than a quarter of a million 
people work in some 5,500 factories that turn out an increasing 
variety of goods that are exported all over the world. At the same 
time the entrepot, which previously accounted for 70 per cent. or 
more of Hong Kong’s export trade, has fallen to 30 per cent. or less. 


These changes have chiefly resulted from the loss of Hong Kong’s 
trade with China following the imposition of the United Nations 
embargo on trade with that country at the time of the Korean War. 
This, coupled with the necessity of providing accommodation and 
sustenance for the vast number of refugees who invaded the Colony 
as a result of the Chinese civil war, made it necessary for Hong 
Kong to develop a new way of making a living, which she did by 
setting up factories to produce consumer goods. The success of this 
policy can be gauged from the fact that while the export of Hong 
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The Chuk Yuen Resettiement Area at Kowloon. 


Kong made goods in the early 1950’s was worth but a few million 
pounds annually, the figure is now nearly two hundred millions. 


Although the shipbuilding and repairing industry is the Colony’s 
oldest, having grown up with the development of the port — and 
to this has recently been added the world’s largest shipbreaking 
industry — the industry of most importance to Hong Kong at present 
is that connected with the manufacture of textiles and garments, the 
large export of which has brought problems to a number of countries 
as well as to Lancashire. Employing forty thousand people the textile 
industry is now the Colony’s largest, and all processes connected 
with the spinning of cotton, rayon, silk and woollen yarn are carried 
out as well as weaving, knitting, dyeing, printing and finishing. 
During the past ten years more than 400,000 spindles and approxi- 
mately 15,000 looms have been installed, and although the rate of 
expansion may slacken later, present indications are that the Colony 
will have nearly 700,000 spindles by the end of 1961. But while 
some of these factories have installed British machinery the majority 
have obtained most of their requirements from Japan, Germany 
and Switzerland on account of their quicker deliveries and, in most 
cases, lower prices. The most recent advance has been in the dyeing, 
printing and finishing field, in which four large plants, each with a 
capacity of approximately three million yards of cloth a month, now 
attend to most of these processes, and further expansion is likely, 
An extremely wide range and variety of garments is manufactured,

of which shirts are the most important. Some thousands of sewing 
machines have been bought for this purpose, but whereas many of 
them were originally of British origin, the majority are now obtained 
from America and Japan. 

Among the older industries the manufacture of electric torches 
and batteries continues to expand, with a consequential increase in 
the demand for brass strip, aluminium and tinplate. Similarly, the 
enamelware industry remains a substantial consumer of blackplate, 
while the paint industry depends for its existence on the import of 
many kinds of raw materials that are obtained from a number of 
Western countries including the United Kingdom. In this field 
there is a large market for industrial nitrocellulose, which at present 
is obtained chiefly from Continental suppliers. 

These older industries therefore continue to be substantial 
consumers of many products that the United Kingdom has to export. 
‘The same supplies to some of the newer ones such as the plasticware 
industry, which has expanded spectacularly of late. A wide variety 
of small articles is produced, and recently much attention has been 
given to the manufacture of artificial flowers, which now form one 
of the Colony’s leading exports. Many of the injection and extrusion 
machines required by the industry as well as dies and moulds are 
made locally. But all the basic raw materials, particularly polyethy- 
lene, polystyrene and polyvinylchloride have to be imported and so 
this industry also provides a useful market for British exporters. 


New Industries 

Among the more important of the newer industries are the manu- 
facture of stainless steel cutlery, electric appliances and the assembly, 
together with partial local manufacture, of transistor radio sets. 
Electric fans have been made in the Colony for some years and 
production is increasing rapidly, but to this has now been added 
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the manufacture, using some imported parts, of air-conditioning 
equipment, and in due course it is proposed to enlarge this field to 
include refrigerators, domestic appliances, electric motors and 
refrigerating and ventilating equipment for industrial use. Transistor 
sets are assembled chiefly from parts imported from Japan, and a 
thriving industry is developing as a result of the export of these 
sets to the United States. But to qualify for Commonwealth 
Preference a Commonwealth content of 50 per cent. is necessary, 
and so British made transistors and parts are used in the case of 
exports to these markets. 


Foreign Capital 

Many of the newer industries are financed from local or 
immigrant Chinese sources, but an increasing amount of capital is 
reaching the Colony from America and Japan. At present there are 
some two hundred American-owned firms in Hong Kong as 
compared with only fifty, five years ago, and although many, 
perhaps half, are primarily concerned with the manufacture of 
garments for export to the United States, there is considerable 
interest in plasticware, metal and electrical goods, and, more recently, 
in hotels. The Japanese are only just beginning to enter this field, 
but they already have interests in a number of textile mills, they 
are said to be entering the electrical and ship-breaking and re-rolling 
industries, and a few months ago they opened one of the largest 
departmental stores in the Colony. Against this the influx of new 
British capital is small, as only one new venture of any size has been 
established during the past few years. It seems therefore that this 
field needs further exploration - if only to the extent of having goods 
manufactured locally under licence — as despite the high cost of 
land, the shortage of water and the scarcity of skilled workers, the

Colony has much to offer on account of its efficient labour, its 
progressive economy and its central location. 


British Bases 


Hong Kong’s two electrical companies, whose proud boast it is 
that no application for electricity has ever been refused, have already 
installed much British generating plant since the war and plan to 
buy more. The Hong Kong Telephone Co. also has extremely close 
connections with British manufacturers and is anxious to maintain 
them. But a submarine cable that was recently laid across the harbour 
was purchased from Japan and it is possible that a considerable 
amount of the equipment required for the company’s extensive 
expansion programme that is planned for completion in 1963 will 
come from this source if British suppliers are unable to compete as 
regards price and delivery. The company currently operates nearly 
one hundred thousand telephone lines as compared with only twenty 
five thousand seven years ago, and it is expanding at the rate of 
18 per cent, per annum as compared with a world average of 8 per cent. 


Hong Kong’s two bus companies use British vehicles exclusively, 
and both are increasing the size of their fleets. The United Kingdom 
similarly supplies most of the Colony’s heavier lorries. But while 
British vehicles still dominate the small lorry field also, some German 
and Japanese machines are now being imported, and German taxis 
are to be seen in increasing numbers as diesel engines are offered as a 
standard factory-built option. The considerable decline in the per- 
centage of British car imports tends to be masked by the increasing 
numbers of vehicles that are being put on the roads. At 5,040 for 
the first ten months of 1960 for instance car imports were sub- 
stantially higher than in 1959, when they numbered less than 3,500. 
But the British percentage was only 54 per cent. in 1960, compared 


with 64 per cent. in 1959, 67 per cent. in 1958 and 82 per cent. in 
1953. 


Changing Pattern of Trade 
As a result of the increased emphasis on local manufacture the

pattern of the Colony’s trade is changing, with the entrepot 
accounting for a steadily decreasing fraction of the whole. But even 
so it is still worth £65 million a year, and although China is no longer 
a major customer on account of her preference for buying direct 
from the manufacturer where possible, many countries in the Far 
East continue to appreciate Hong Kong’s ‘corner store’ facilities 
and make considerable use of them. 


Consumer Market 


In addition Hong Kong herself is a consumer of no mean 
importance of many of the _ ods that the United Kingdom 
has to offer as apart from the requirements of her factories — 
chiefly machinery and raw and semi-processed materials, in- 
creasing numbers of tourists from all over the world visit the 
Colony to sight-see and shop. Nearly half are Americans, whose 
numbers are augmented by the servicemen and crews of the ships 
of the American Far Eastern Fleet that put in regularly for 
recreational leave. Few of these visitors leave Hong Kong without 
including among their purchases at least one suit made up by the 
Colony’s nimble-fingered tailors from British materials — generally 
woollens — while the demand for jewellery is increasing rapidly. 


Rising Standard of Living 


But the tourist trade is not alone responsible for the Colony’s 
increasing demand for consumer goods. Hong Kong is enjoying a 
steadily rising standard of living and despite the fact that many of 
its inhabitants still live at very low levels of subsistence, increasing 
numbers are now in a financial position to purchase some of the more 
important items of domestic equipment and a few of the less 
expensive luxuries. The import of refrigerators, for example, 
increased from less than 5,500 in 1958 to more than 12,000 in the 
first ten months of 1960, and washing machines are now being 
imported at the rate of 5,000 a year. The British share of most of 
these imports is declining on account of increasing competition 
from Continental countries and Japan, and such is the progress of

the latter that it appears she may soon dominate the whole of this 
field as effectively as she already dominates the domestic radio set 
field, which she currently controls to the extent of 82 per cent. of 
Hong Kong’s total imports. Further, although China is not as yet 
an important competitor, she has shipped one consignment of 
refrigerators to the Colony already and may soon supply other items 
in addition. 


A Challenge to Exporters 


What does this al) add up to as far as the future of British exports 
to Hong Kong is concerned? Being a free port — or virtually so as 
duties are levied only on liquor, tobacco, hydrocarbon oils and 
table waters — British manufacturers enjoy but few advantages in 
this market. Indeed, in view of the distances involved they are 
sometimes at a disadvantage, as while goods take six weeks or more 
to reach the Colony from the United Kingdom they can generally be 
obtained from Japan in little more than a week, and at much lower 
freight rates. China is still the main supplier of many of the Colony’s 
basic requirements, but merchandise imports from the United 
Kingdom are currently running at the rate of approximately forty 
million pounds a year and so account for something like 11-5 per 
cent. of the total. This figure is roughly the same as it was in 1959 
and it compares with 11-85 per cent. for 1955. But during the last 
five years the share of the United States has risen from 8-7 per cent. 
to 10-4 per cent., of Japan from 14-1 per cent. to 15-9 per cent., and 
of Australia from 2:2 per cent. to 2-7 per cent. This is a fast expanding 
market and if British manufacturers can maintain or improve their 
share this will represent real success. 


To do so, however, they will have to give the Hong Kong 
market the closest possible study and adopt a more aggressive 
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approach toward it. It would be fatal to count on sentiment 
winning business. It is too frequently overlooked that far 
from being backward the Hong Kong market is as sophisticated 
as any in the world, and it is further not always appreciated 
that, being the showroom of the Far East, what Hong Kong buys 
today neighbouring countries frequently buy tomorrow. The Colony 
has now taken its place in the modern business world where orders 
go to the man who actively seeks them and who gives the customer 
the best service. By its nature — its free port status, its freedom from 
restrictions, its confined limits and its aggressive operators from 
whom nothing can be kept secret for long — the market is a fiercely 
competitive one. 


Prices and Delivery 


The quoting of competitive prices and realistic delivery dates 
is therefore essential, and the most effective way of ensuring 
that goods are properly marketed if a full time representative 
in the Colony cannot be justified is to appoint a reliable agent. 
But no agent can produce results without the wholehearted backing 
of his principals and so manufacturers must be prepared to assist 
with publicity, to provide ample supplies of samples and price lists 
and to deal with correspondence accurately, promptly and by airmail. 
Finally, a working knowledge of the Colony is the best way of 
ensuring that things are moving along the right lines, the old adage 
‘seeing is believing’ being of particular importance in this context. 
The United Kingdom ‘Trade Commissioner can give advice on many 
subjects and be of particular assistance in the selection of agents. But 
nothing he does can compare in importance with an on-the-spot 
inspection, both to keep the agent on his toes and to bring the 
manufacturer up-to-date so far as conditions generally in this rapidly 
changing and most progressive Colony are concerned.

United Kingdom and Czechoslovakia Quotas for 1961 


QuorTa Lists for the year 1961 have been negotiated as provided in 
the Anglo-Czechoslovakian Trade Arrangement of April, 1960. 
These quotas supersede the 1960 quotas which were extended on a 
proportionate basis for three months from January 1, 1961. Import 
licences issued against the extended 1960 quotas will be set against 
the new quotas which run until December 31, 1961. 


The quota lists make provision for Czechoslovakian puichases 
during 1961 of some £5-6 million of United Kingdom goods including 


machinery, chemical plant, chemicals, plastics, motorcars and textile 
manufactures. The quota lists also provide for the issue of United 
Kingdom impoit licences for Czechoslovakian goods up to a total of 
some £8 million. This is additional to the trade in goods which can, 
under United Kingdom import licensing regulations, be imported 
from Czechoslovakia and other countries without a specific import 
licence.

Greece and Czechoslovakia 
A PROTOCOL to the trade agreement between Greece and Czecho- 
slovakia was signed in Athens on December 14, 1960. This covers the 
goods to be exchanged between the two countries in 1961. 

The main features of the new protocol are that during 1961 
Czechoslovakia is expected to buy from Greece tobacco ($4 million), 
citrus fruit ($1-2 million), and cotton ($2-2 million), while Greece is 
expected to buy from Czechoslovakia machinery, including tractors 
and buses ($7-2 million), sugar ($1-4 million) anc timber ($1-1 
million). A total volume of trade of about $11 million in each direction 
is envisaged.

Argentina and Chile 
H.M. EMBASSY at Buenos Aires report the termination on Feb- 
ruary 3, 1961, of the Trade and Payments agreement between 
Argentina and Chile which was signed on May 28, 1957 (see Board 
of Trade Journal for August 2, 1957, page 259 refers). 

Consequently, as from February 4, 196i, all payments and collec- 
tions between the two countries will be freely transacted in the 
currency convenient to the interested parties, in accordance with the 
regulations governing transactions in foreign currencies. Payments 
and collections negotiated during the validity of the agreement may 
continue to be made in ‘Chilean Dollars’ until November 3, 1961, 
on which date the Agreement Account will be closed. 


Japan and Pakistan 

A TREATY of Commerce and Friendship between Japan and 
Pakistan was signed in Tokyo on December 18, 1960. It provides for 
most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of entry and sojourn, 
property and taxes, conduct of business, customs duties and import 
and export restrictions. Provisions on navigation and fisheries have 
not been agreed and will be the subject of further negotiation. The 
Treaty is not expected to result in any considerable change in 
Japanese-Pakistani trade, but it places commercial relations between 
the two countries on a more permanent basis. It is subject to ratifica- 
tion and comes into force a month after exchange of instruments of 
ratification. It will be effective for a term of five years in the first 
instance, but will continue thereafter unless either side wishes it to 
terminate. After the first five years, termination may take place at any 
time if due notice is given. Notice of termination must be given in 
writing a year in advance. 


Denmark and Cuba 
THE TRADE AGREEMENT of July 1, 1958, between Denmark and 
Cuba (see Board of Trade Fournal of August 22, 1958, page 403), 
has been prolonged for the calendar year 1961 by an Exchange of 
Notes between the Danish Ministry for Foreign Affairs and the 
Legation of Cuba dated December 12 and 28, 1960, respectively.

Proposed Change of Basis for Assessing Duty 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal of Novem- 
ber 25, 1960 (page 1289), about the proposed change of basis for 
assessing the duty on synthetic indigo. 


The United States Bureau of Customs have now ruled in Treasury 
Decision 55306 published on February 2 as follows: Synthetic indigo, 
colour index No. 1177 which is classifiable as such under paragraph 
28 (b), Tariff Act of 1930 is properly subject to a specific duty, the 
product of the rate per pound provided by law (3 cents) times the 
actual weight of the importation times the relative strength of the 
importation (when in excess of 1-0) in comparison with the official 
standard established by the Secretary of the Treasury and not subject 
to a specific duty in the amount of the product of the rate per pound 
times the actual rate of the imported merchandise. 


Inasmuch as this administrative ruling amounts to a change in the 
method of determining the specific duties to be assessed on this

FEDERAL GERMAN REPUBLIC 
Imports of Meat and Processed Meats 


THE WEST GERMAN Meat Inspection Law of 1960 enters into 
force on March 25, 1961. One of its provisions is that meat may be 
imported into the Federal Republic only from slaughtering yards 
and processing establishments which have been specially licensed 
by the senior veterinary authorities of the country of origin, which 
have been issued by them with a veterinary control number and the 
names of which have been published by the Federal Ministry of 
Food, Agriculture and Forestry. 


The list of export slaughtering yards and export processing 
establishments to be published by the Federal Ministry will include 
only those establishments which have been licensed by the senior 
veterinary authorities of the country of origin, the names of which 
have been communicated to the Federal Ministry together with a 
notification of the veterinary control number issued to them and a 
confirmation that such establishments fulfil the necessary minimum 
requirements. These minimum requirements have been published 
and may be consulted in an English version at the Board of Trade or 
at the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food. 


The German authorities have particularly drawn attention to the 
fact that meat from animals in which any form of tuberculosis has 
been detected can no longer be imported into the Federal Republic.

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PORTUGAL 
Reorganization of the Cutlery Industry 


A MINISTERIAL DESPATCH, dated November 8, 1960, was pub- 
lished on January 4 this year setting out the conditions on which the 
Portuguese cutlery industry is to be reorganized. 

All present manufacturers of cutlery are, from the point of view 
of national production, to be concentrated into one single enterprise 
which will set up two new factories, one in the district of Guimaraes 
(north-east of Oporto) and the other in the district of Alcobaca (about 
100 km. north of Lisbon) at sites not yet named. The former unit 
will devote itself primarily to the production of scissors, pen-knives 
and table and kitchen cutlery, while the latter unit will produce 


specialized articles such as farm implements, surgical instruments, 
choppers, machetes, etc. 


‘The capital of the new enterprise will be 11,000 contos (£137,500) 
to which each of the existing small firms will contribute a share, based 
on the value of the income attributed to it and the value of its fixtures, 
fittings and stock. Wher the new units enter into production the small 
enterprises at present engaged in cutlery manufacture will gradually 
die out with the exception of one firm, ‘Metais Torre Lda.’, situated 
in Oporto, which will make table ware from alpaca in competition 
with the new organization. 

The cost of the installation of the unit at Guimaraes is foreseen as 
amounting to 11,000 contos, of which Esc. 8,630,783 (about £108,000) 
is earmarked for the purchase of machinery. The cost of the installation 
at Alcobaca is calculated at being 2,800 contos (£35,000) of which new 
machinery accounts for 1,454 contos, or roughly half. The new enter- 
prise will benefit, under the terms of Law No. 2005, from the granting 
to it of credits; from an exemption for three years from payment of 
import duties on machinery and other equipment which cannot be 
supplied by Portuguese manufacturers; and from an exemption from 
payment of certain internal taxes. 


Steps are now being taken to form the new company and, following 
its legal constitution and the approval by the Directorate-General of 
Industrial Services of its plans for the new units, the installation of 
the latter is scheduled to be completed within a further 18 months.

Global Quota for Import of Maize 


THE FRENCH Journal Officiel of February 18, 1961, announced that a 
global quota has been opened for the import of hybrid maize for 
sowing (Tariff No. 10-05 A) originating in and coming from countries 
of the convertible franc zone.

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Recent British Standards 


BELow are details of two standard specifications recently issued by 
British Standards Institute: 


Chains and Fittings 
The revised edition of Part 1 (Ropes and Fittings) of B.S. 


Handbook No. 4 was published last year. Now a revised edition of 
Part 2, dealing with chains and fittings, is also available. 


It deals with the subject matter in Sections 4 and 5 of the 1946 
edition. The principal material specifications are summarized. ‘These 
will be seen to have changed since 1946 and indeed, the impact of 
new steels is reflected in the fact that whereas the standards in Part 1 
were revisions of earlier standards, eight of the 15 reproduced in 
full in Part 2 are new since the last edition. Higher tensile steels 
are gaining ground and the even stronger alloy steels are represented 
in one chain standard. 

Chains: Section one of the edition is devoted to chain. Standards 
summarized are: B.S. 394, ‘Short link wrought iron chain’; B.S. 
590, ‘Mild steel chain, grade 30’; B.S. 1663, ‘Higher tensile steel 
chain, grade 40’; B.S. 1696, “Short link wrought iron chain, of 
“special” quality’; B.S. 3113, ‘Alloy steel lifting chain, grade 60’. 
The use of the grading system (based on the breaking strength of one 
inch chain) enables the relative strength of chain to be perceived at 
a glance. Thus, higher tensile steel chain, grade 40, is a third stronger 
than mild steel chain, grade 30, and alloy steel chain, grade 60, is 
twice as strong. 

Hooks: Five ranges of hooks, compared with only two in the 
earlier edition, are given. The earlier ranges in wrought iron and 
mild steel (B.S. 482, B.S. 591) are supplemented by parallel ranges 
in higher tensile steel (B.S. 2903, B.S. 3033) with greater capacity 
for similar sizes. The sizes are being kept similar as far as possible 
to enable makers to use the same dies for both types. Hooks of the 
type mentioned go up to about 50 tons. For heavier loads, crane 
standards recommend components of different type, such as 
Ramshorn hooks, which have hitherto been ‘specials’. The designer 
in this field will welcome a standard range of Ramshorn hooks up to 
200 tons (B.S. 3017) whether or not he is able always to work 
precisely to it. 

Shackles: A wide range of D and bow shackles is standardized in 
mild steel (B.S. 825) and in higher tensile steel a third as strong 
again (B.S. 3032). 

Chain slings: The rings and links included in chain slings are 
specified and related to the standard chain and hooks which, with 
them, comprise a complete chain sling. Single, two, three and four 
leg slings are standardized, also reevable or non-reevable single legs. 
Materials are wrought iron (B.S. 781) or higher tensile steel 
(B.S. 2902). 


Eyebolts: ‘The much used standard for eyebolts (B.S. 529) is 
included. 


The 71 pages of editorial notes cover, among other subjects: 
definitions relating to chain, heat treatment of wrought iron and 
mild steel, wear and servicing of chain, design of lifting gear com- 
ponents, design stresses, marking for quality and identification. Notes 
are supplemented by 38 pages of appendices containing tables, 
formulae and some material specifications. 

Forty pages summarize statutory regulations relating to: factories, 
docks, shipbuilding and building. This section was prepared with 


the full co-operation of the Ministry of Labour and National 
Service. Price 40s. 


Slide Type Unit Heads 


The new British Standard for the slide type of unit head (one of 
the most important of the components used in automation processes) 
is likely to play a vital part internationally as well as nationally in 
automation. The International Organization for Standardization 
(ISO) has decided to make the unit head the subject of an international 
recommendation and B.S. 3295 will form the basis of the discussions. 


The necessity for a unit head specification was referred to in a 
recent report by a sub-committee of the Machine Tool Advisory 
Council, but work on the standard has been going on steadily for the 


last three years and representatives of the Machine Tool Trades 
Association took part in this. 


The unit head is used particularly on the mass production and 
transfer lines in large modern engineering plants and some years ago 
production engineers and manufacturers began to discuss, separately, 
the possibility of standardizing this component. Finally, the Institution 
of Production Engineers called for a British Standard for unit heads 
and manufacturers and engineers joined forces to prepare it.

the standard intended at this stage to be an exhaustive specification. 
The dimensions given are the result of replies received to a ques- 


tionnaire circulated to industry and of information obtained during 
lengthy technical discussions. 


Suggestions have been received from several responsible quarters 
that standards should be prepared for a number of items of auto- 
mation and related equipment, the object in each case being sim- 


plification of design, dimensional interchangeability and the 


elimination of unnecessary divergencies. The new standard is intended 
to form one of such a series.
